PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The Tientsin correspondent of the North China Herald writes 
as follows :— 

Weare still without news from Peking as to the progress of 
the negotiations in the Formosa difficulty. Supposing any re- 
sult to have been arrived at, which it is generally Mheliovod there 
has, it seems strange that if it be satisfactory to one of the 

ies, the public should not have been made acquainted with 
it. I infer from the cautious silence maintained that the officials 
of either country do not care to plume themselves upon the re- 
sults of their diplomacy. 

Li Hung-chang, the Governor-General of Chihli, left his 
yamun on the 11th Oct. in an unusually private manner for an 
official of his high station, for the Peitang forts, proceeding there 
by the town of Luhtae, which lies forty-seven miles north-east 
from Tientsin, on the Peitang river, and about twenty miles from 
the forts. The Chinese boat Chin Hae left her anchorage 
here on the 5th Oct., and te was supposed she had gone to these 
forts with ammunition. The Emperor is at present absent from 
his capital on a sporting trip, but will no doubt be interested in 
hearing this on his return from the southern hunting grounds, 
on the 16thOct . 

On the 12th Oct. a meeting of the landrenters of this Settle-

SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 23rd Oct.; 
the P. and O. mail from London Sept. 4 was received on the 
16th Oct. The following summary of news is from the North 
China Herald :— 

A committee meeting of the Chinese Polytechnic Institution 
and Reading-room has been held. The favourable reception and 
liberal support the scheme has met with in China is being emu- 
lated at home. From that quarter chiefly contributions suited 
to the polytechnic character of the institution are expected, 
and the committee have resolved to take premises at once for 
their reception, and for carrying out generally the objects they 
have in view. 

The ninth half-yearly meeting of the China and Japan Marine 
Insurance Company has been held at the offices, in the Nankin- 
road, Mr. It. W. Little in the chair. The attendance of members 
was large, 1,373 shares being represented. The Directors’ report 
was very brief, its principal feature being the intimation that, 
owing to severe losses during the past six months, it was impossible 
to recommend a dividend. The balance sheet, made up to the 
30th of June last, showed a balance in hand at that date of 
Tls. 51,663.70 beyond the paid-up capital and the reserve fund. 
The meeting adopted the report and statement of accounts with 
very little comment. The election of Mr. H. Sutherland 
on the Board of Directors was confirmed; and a_resolu- 
tion by Mr. Macgregor, seconded by Mr. Carmichael, was 
passed, asking the directors to take steps to obtain the sanction 
of the shareholders to a reduction of the say Ne This was done, 
with a view to give a leas total to provide for dividend, and was 
agreed to, after what amounted toa protest from Mr. Waine- 
wright, the leyal adviser of the company. The Chairman, in 
reply to a question by Mr. Groom, said the question of opening 
a branch office in London had been before the directors, but 
nothing had as yet been decided. This concluded the business. 

The ordinary half-yearly meeting of the North-China Insur- 
ance Company has been held at the offices, Keangse-road, E. H. 
Lavers, Esq., in the chair. Twenty-seven directors and share- 
holders were present, representing 346 shares. The report and 
statement of accounts were very favourable. According to the 
deed of settlement, a dividend could not now be declared, but it 
is believed that at the close of the year’s business a dividend 
equal to those of former years will be paid. The applications 
for shares in the new company are far in excess of requirements. 

A meeting of the performing members of the Philharmonic 
Society has been held, to pass the accounts for the year, and to 
elect a new committee, the old one having resigned. The finan- 
cial condition of the society is not very flourishing, we regret to 
learn, there being a deficit of Tls. 400, caused in the first instance 
hy the purchase of the new piano, for which Tls. 500 were paid. 
Had last season been financially as successful as the previous 
year, the greater part of the debt would have been cleared off 
by this ; but unfortunately there was a great falling-off in the 
number of subscribers, and the receipts ouly sufficed for current 
expenses. It was settled that the committee should endeavour 
tocarry on the society as heretofore, and with that object theyareat 
once to take steps to ascertain the amount of support which the 
undertaking is likely to meet with this winter. Should the re- 
sult be unfavourable it will be necessary to wind up the society 
for the present, and sell the piano to pay the existing debt, for 
which the members of the retiring committee have made them- 
selves personally responsible. The meeting, which was very 
thinly attended, terminated by a vote of thanks to the members 
of the late committee—Messrs. Tate, Schmidt, and Brandt. We 
sincerely trust the public will not let a valuable institution like 
the Philharmonic Society die for the want of support.

The, Registrar-General has published hie quarterly {awats of 
births and deaths in the colony for the periods from 1° oe 


30th June, and from lst July to 30th September last. In 


Dec. 7, 1874] 
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Kong ¢3d the four out-districts, in the June quarter, 393 births 
and >. deaths were registered, 36 of the former and 37 of the 
latter occurring among persons other than Chinese. The births 
are those of 18 boys and of the same number of girls, 13 
deaths were of non-residents. The remainder were thus dis- 
tributed as regards nationality, viz.: British, 12{ Portuguese, 
6; Indian, 5 ; Malay, 1. 

The births among the Chinese were those of—boys, 197 ; girls, 
160; total, 357. The death were—boys, 287; girls, 324; 
total, 611. 

The death rate for the quarter amongst the British and 
Foreign community was 23°04, and amongst the Chinese, 21°14 
annually for every thousand persons. For the whole popula- 
tion of the colony the rate was 21°24 for every thousand 


During the September quarter a total of 473 births was 
recorded, 44 of which—in the properties of 21 boys to 23 girls 
—deccurred among the English or Foreign portion of the com- 
munity. Among the Chinese the births were as follow :—Boys, 
255 ; girls, 174 ; total, 429. 

The number of deaths registered is, owing to the casualties 
which resulted from the late typhoon, far in excess of any returns 
yet issued, and renders it impossible to draw any accurate con- 
clusion as to the death-rate of the colony. The total number 
registered during the quarter amounts to 1,574. Of these, 60 
were among the English and foreign community, and were dis- 
tributed among the following nationalities —Britiah, 14 ; Portu- 
guese, 11 ; Indian, 5 ; Malay, 2, The remainder (28) were those 
of non residents. The deaths among the Chinese were as fol- 
lows :—Males, 940 ; females, 574; total, 1,514. Among the Eng- 
lish and foreign community 11 deaths were the result of the 
typhoon, as far as can be ascertained, while to the same cause 
may be attributed 760 deaths among the returns of the native 
community.

Hone Kona, Oct. 29. 

_ Trade continues in a very depressed state, and there is a pre- 
vailing feeling that the glory of the colony.has departed. House 
rents, which form perhaps the dearest proportionate item in the 
annual expense of ordinary people, and out of which the most 
suecessful colonists hdve made the best part of their carne 
have fallen much during the last two years. A: house in-the 
Caine-road, which eighteen months ago would have let for $150 
a month, now fetches only $60. Houses in Wyndham and other 
streets, which used to command a rental of at least $80, can now 
fetch only half that sum, or less. What is necessary to make 
Hong Kong what she used to be isa war between China and 
some of the Western Powers, and then would people flock to the 
island of fragrant streams for safety and shelter, and then would 
the hearts of householders be made glad and their purses heavy. 
The sufferers by the dulness of commerce are the banks, even 
more than the householders. The Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank, in particular, which has propped all sorts of failing con- 
cerns, has suffered a long continued phlebotomy. Confidence in 
the bank appears to have revived, but, at the same time, shares 
are famadatably low. At the commencement of this year they 
stood at sixty and seventy per cent. earned now they are at 
three only. In fact, just before the last meeting, matters ap- 
peared really shaky. Several gentlemen, professionals, mostly 
with small balances, talked seriously of transferring théir ac- - 
counts, but were persuaded to defer such action at least until 
after the meeting. It only wanted the slightest impulse of 
alarm to induce all the Chinese constituents of the bank to — 
withdraw their funds, and the result, though it could not have 
been fatal, would have been very serious. At present it is 
hoped that the bank will recover its parvially lost position ere 


long. 

Governer Kennedy, who was summoned home by a telegram 
announcing the dangerous illness of Lady Kennedy, learnt her 
death at Singapore. He will not procced home, but will return 
by the next mail, arriving about the 3rd proximo, to Hong Kong. 
It is rather odd that the Colonial Secretary, Mr. J. G. Austin, 
should have been appointed Acting Governor. He was at one 
time Governor of Honduras, where he perpetrated such a muddle 
than an order was made that he was never again to be intrusted 
with the administration of any government. 

Mr. N. B. Dennys, of the CAina Mad, upon whom a Getman 
university has recently conférred the title of Ph. D., and whose 
name is well known in connection with Anzlo-Chinese literature 
and research, has just published a “ Hand-book of the Cantonese 
Vernacular of the Chinese Language.” The work is compiled 
somewhat after the Ollendorfian system, is very handsomely got 
up, and contains 210 octavo pages. Itisspecially adapted for the 
use of those who wish to acquire enough of colloquial Cantonese to 
enable them to carry on their business and household arrange- 
ments in the native language. That it is a work of merit is 

teed by the fact that the Government have made it their 
and-book for interpreters, police, and government schools.

JAVA. 

The Jndier states, in an article commenting on the failure of 
the attempt to establish direct steam communication between 
Java and Australia every five weeks by means of the N.1.S. N. 
Co.’s steamers, that, after deducting the subsidy of 30,000f. pe 
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voyage granted by the N. I. Government, the company loat 
60,000f. on each of the two experimental tri The failure is 
ascribed in the first place to the refusal of the Australian Govern- 
ment to relieve the company from the Pome of harbour, light, 
and ancho: dues. Besides the rates of freight were too low to 
be paying ; thus it did not pay to convey Java sugar to Australia 
at the rate of thirty-five shillings a ton for freight. Flour from 
Australia was conveyed cheaper by small sailing vessels, which 
arrived in Java some ten days later than the steamer, so that in 
order not to return empty the latter had to take iv cargoes of 
coals, for which no freight was paid. Between the Australian 
ports, the competition of rival steamships was too great. The 
passengers conveyed were at the rate of from two to three per 
vo ; this was ly caused by the knowledge of the pre- 
Valoass of cholera in Netherlands India deterring the Austra- 
lians, The conclusion come to by the Jndier is, that until 
circumstances become more favourable, the mercantile com- 
munity of Java must be contented with the Singapore-Queens- 
Jand line of steamers. 

The editor of the Jndier says that when he wrote the article 
he had before him the statement of the receipts and expenses 
attending the two trips. He says, besides, that “ the directors 
of the N.I.S.N. Company here, not certainly from personal good 
will, but with an eye to the various interests concerned, supplied 
us with information and explanations, and have desired us to 
intimate that every person taking an interest in the subject can 
be supplied with all thefdetails at their office.”

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the Sth 
November ; the French mail from London Sept. 25 arrived out 
on the 25th Oct., and the following P. and O. mail of 2nd Oct. 
Ws received on the Ist November, We take the following 
iterhs of intelligence from the Strasés Times :— 

The Legislative Council has not yet resumed its sittings, and 
the only matter of interest in connection with the Government 
has been the prosecution of the inguiry, by the Executive Coun- 
cil, into the condition of the public service. The Hon. the 
Attorney-General has been under examination before that body 
with respect to the annual retainer of $1,000 paid him by the 
opium farmer, and has concluded his statement in defence. The 
proceedings in this inquiry are, we understand, to be forwarded 
tn extenso to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, until when 
they are not to be published locally. According to latest advices 

and quiet have prevailed in the native states, and the 
British officers at present acting as residents are exerting a sa- 
lutary and beneficial effect overthem. We understand the Hon. 
J. W. W. Birch, our Colonial Secretary, is likely to be selected as 
Resident at Perak. Should this prove true, a new appointment 
must be made to fill Mr. Birch’s position here, and it is quite 
probable Colonial-office patronage will be again exerted for this 
urpose, though undoubtedly the office could be more efficiently 
ited by an officer of local experience, romana! a knowledge of 
the lan manners, and customs of the people. 

The British ship Dewa Gungadhur, Captain Rarnsr: which ar- 

* rived here on the 29th ult., from London, reports that on the 
10th September, off the Cape of Good Hope, she fell in with the 
burning Dutch ship Susanna Johanna, Captain Hulshoff, and 
took off the entire crew, twenty in number, who were landed 
safely at Anjer. The Susanna Johanna was from Newcastle, 
with a cargo of coals for Atchin, and the fire arose from spon- 
taneous combustion in the cargo. The crew saved nothing, and 
were only able to procure two half-casks of water from the burn- 
ing vessel, the Dewa Gungadhur being so short of water as to ne- 
cessitate the expedient of distilling it from the cooking utensils. 

The arrivals va the Suez C. have been the Aurrera on the 
22nd Oct., from Cadiz and Liverpool, Nestor on the 26th from 
Liverpool, Penedo on the 27th from London, Normanby from 
Glasgow and Jndia from Lisbon on the 31st, Glaucus from 
Liverpool and Glenearn from London on the lst Nov., and Sylwa 
from burg on the 2nd.

CEYLON OF THE FUTURE. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 
loLompo, Nov. 5. 

In my last I made some remarks on Ceylon of the past and 
Ceylon of the present, but had not then time to touch on the 
future.

rogress of this little island since it was occupied by the 
British-—oceupied only as a mere military dependency. In 
in this light alone was it at that time looked upon by our Go- 
vernment, and it was then considered the key to India, But 
those days Pests lo ae by. Pyss Egos it a then se) 
cinnamon ens, the produce of which was a Govensmel 
monopoly, and pat a very heavy duty. In fact it formed a larg?

What was then the state of its coffee—its now great 
sx xe? Of that product only 30,000 cwts. were exported—four 
ships at that time took all its crop. One large steamer of the 
class frequenting the port now could take, at one trip, all the 
island then produced. How stands the case now ? e fre- 
quently see forty large vessels at one time in our roads, and 
generally two or three steamers are at once advertising for pas- 

rs and ca We export during the year one million 
hundred weight of coffee, worth at least £4,000,000 (four millions 
sterling). A railway connecta the principal sea-port with the 
interior, carrying ap besides passengers, food for our coolies, and 
manure for our plantations, and carrying down the coffee those 
plantations produce. I do not notice the other articles of trans- 
port here, although they all doubtless assist to form our ex- 
ports, because coffee, our staple, is four-fifths of the whole. The 
railway in question, connecting, as it does, Colombo and Kandy, 
was opened for traffic in 1868, and cost the Colony one-and-three- 
quarter-million sterling (£1,750,000). Another quarter million 
is now being expended on a continuation of this railway to 
Nowelanieyes which is expected to be opened in another month. 
All the debt on these two railways when completed will be about 
£600,000, which is being paid off as the debentures fall due out 
of a fund set apart yearly from the railway earnings—the rest 
having been d out of island revenue, and it is in con- 
templation to lay down another hundred miles of railway, now 
considered necessary to meet the t and growing wants of the 








country. The inauguration of this railway extension and of the 
_ Colombo breakwater will be the chefs @euvre of Mr. Gregory’s 
reign. May both be well and expeditiously executed, and may 
our vernor live long to contemplate the benefits he 


. will thus have conferred upon the island at large, and to enjoy 
the reputation he will have so well earned! Yet another great 
scheme is now being forced upon his notice, although for it 
cannot be claimed benefits anything like so great, general, or 
extensive. It is a scheme of waterworks for Colombo. This 
island ig has got its and now it wants its water. The 
town and suburbs are well lit. The gas was supplied by a com- 
pany, and the municipality, as well as private residents, pay for 
what they require.

prefer their present scant supply and no fresh taxation—but 
they would im taxes on trades and professions, duties on 
exports, and tolls on produce passing along their streets to be 
shipped. Silly and shortsighted policy! The up-counti 
planters, whose produce has made Colombo, will never submit 
to have it taxed in order that Colombo may have water. 
Besides this, a railway or tramway is now nearly 
completed from the railway terminus to the wharf, 
and when completed all produce from the iuterior will 
pass along it, and will not use the Colombo roads or streets 
at all ; consequently will not wear them, and certainly will not 
pay for their maintenance. If the harbour to be is to brin 
such an access of shipping to the port as will more than drin 
up our present supply of water, it will surely then become the 
duty of whatever power benefits by their dues to supply them 
with water. If the Government are to receive the dues, let 
them provide the water ; if the Municipality, let them provide 
it. In any case, the residents in the interior have no nght to 
be called upon to provide Colombo with either a luxury or a 
benefit.

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THE POLYTECHNIC INSTITUTION OF SHANGHAT. 

Last August a circular was widely circulated by Messrs. 
JoHN Bourne and Co., of Mark-lane, London, stating that 
they were authorised to announce the formation of a com- 
mittee in Shanghai, of which the British Consul was chair- 
man, which proposed to bring under the eyes of the Chinese 
the resources of European science, especially as illustrated 
by the condition of our arts and manufactures, and inviting 
European producers of all kinds to send specimens of their 
wares to China, where an extensive market will probably 
be found for such as are suitable. 
with Japan, however, which shortly after this arrived threw 
a damp upon the project both in Shanghai and at home, for 
persons in China were so much absorbed by the momentous 
question of peace or war that they had little time or thought 
to expend upon industrial questions, and European manu- 
facturers could not be expected to send their goods to a 
foreign port, which might perhaps be besieged or taken by 
the enemy, and where, under such circumstances, business 
could not be expected to result. Under circumstances so un- 
propitious, Messrs. JoHN BouRNE and Co. refrained from 
pressing the undertaking upon public attention, as in fact 
they could not recommend anyone to forward articles for 
exhibition in the conjuncture which had arisen. At the 
beginning of the present month, however, it came to be 
pretty generally known that there would be no war— 
that the crisis had passed, and that peace would be pre- 
served. So soon as this intimation was confirmed, it be- 
came possible and advisable tomove in the Polytechnicaffair. 
The first step taken by Messrs. JOHN BoURNE and Co. 
was to address a circular to all the exhibitors at the 
South Kensington Exhibition, then about to close, stating 
that instead of taking the articles shown at South Keusing- 
ton home, the exhibitors might find their account in sending 
them to China, which was a new field, and one that was prac- 
tically inexhaustible. Several of the exhibitors, we under- 
stand, have responded to this invitation, though, if it had 
been possible to issue it earlier, the success would have 
been greater, as in many cases another appropriation had 
already been made of the goods. They next addressed the 
P. and O. Company, explaining the nature of the under- 
taking, and asking them to carry out to Shanghai, carriage 
free, any articles presented to the Polytechnic—articles sent 
for sale or return being chargeable with freight in the usual 
manner. This request was immediately granted, and articles 
have been sent to Messrs. JOHN BOURNE and Co. for pre- 
sentation, which will be forwarded free of expense from 
the Victoria Docks in London. To give weight to the 
undertaking in England, it has been suggested to the com- 
mittee in Shanghai the expediency of forming an influential 
committee of co-operation in London. Meanwhile, they 
await from Shanghai information as to the space available 
for exhibits, and the rules under which the Exhibition will 
be held. These will nodoubt be similar to the rules ob- 
served in such cases ; but it is necessary that they should 
be officially settled or ratified. With the aid of a good 
committee of co-operation in this country the success of the

__SAVE only on her north-western frontier, where she ig 

likely to have occupation for some time to come, if she 
persists in her endeavours to recover the large tracts of 
territory which the Ameer of Kase has wrested from 
her of late years, it would almost seem as if China had 
d to cope successfully, in one way or another, with 

all her enemies, and had now a fair chance of being left 
in peace and quietness for a time. So far as we are aware, 
her southern and western frontiers are now undisturbed 
and on the east she has bought off the Japanese at the 
cost of a few thousand taels, and with the loss of not a 
little dignity and prestige. We have heard nothing for 
some time of any Nien-fei, those thorns in the side of 
many a provincial governor, but scarcity and famine, 
brought on by inundations or bad harvesta, may at any 
moment, especially during the winter months, fan the 
slumbering flame of rebellion and bring them to life again; 
and when once such a movement as that gets headway, it 
is very difficult, as past experience has shown, to trample 
it out again. Lastly, a St. Petersburg telegram, which we 
reproduce in another column, announces that on the north- 
eastern frontier, in Northern Manchuria, where Chinese 
territory marches with that of Russia, the disturbances 
have now ceased. The rebels of Chungussen, it would 
appear, alarmed at the bare approach of a Chinese force— 
a fact at which we must own to some astonishment—and 
hemmed in by Russian troops which have been concen- 
trated on the river.Usuri for the maintenance of order, 
have thought better of it, and are said to have quietly dis- 
rsed. Let us hope that the Peking Government, having 
now no rebellion on its hands, may turn its attention to 
more peaceful arts, to dredging important harbours and 
lighting the dangerous coast more thoroughly, and set to 
work in earnest to promote the development of the in- 
ternal resources of the country, about which so much has 
been said and so little done, owing to the determined op- 
position which has always been shown in high quarters 
: any departure from the time-honoured rule of obstruc- 

iveness. 








CHINESE EMIGRATION TO QUEENSLAND. 

For the past twenty years the sugar cane has been sue- 
cessfully cultivated in the environs of Brisbane, the capital 
of the colony of Queensland, aswell as the cotton t. 
The progress of these plantations, although gradially in- 
creasing, has been slow, so that hitherto they have been 
more experiments than otherwise, by settlers not practically 
conversant with their culture. Latterly, however, the 
attention of experienced planters from the West Indies 
and America has been drawn to the colony, and after 
examination, they are of opinion that the soil and climate 
are admirably suited for the growth of the sugar cane and 
cotton plant, and the extension of plantations almost. un- 
limited, provided that labourers accustomed to work in 
the fields under a tropical sun can be had at wages which 
will render the pursuit profitable. 

While the question was being mooted where to find the 
most suitable class of labourers, a merchant at Amoy was 
in communication with his correspondent in the colony, 
advising him to consult the colonists as to importing im- 
migrants from that treaty port and Swatow. The proposi- 
tion met with general approbation, many of the veating 
colonists putting their names down as subscribers to an 
association, which afterwards received the sanction of the 
Queensland Government, and Mr. F. BAUER was appoin' 
agent for Chinese immigration. That gentleman has 
issued a circular on the subject, describing the superior 
capabilities of the natives from these maritime districts of 
the Kwang-tung province over the ordinary coolies from 
the Canton districts, in which he only does justice to the 
sturdy industrious fisher-farmers of the coast. Appended 
to these statements is the form of an ment to be 
used in the engagement of these labourers by the Queens- 
land colonists. The terms are similar to those under 
which the Chinese are engaged to work at the sugar planta- 
tions in the West Indies, and contain the following stipula- 
tions :—The rate of passage is set down at £16 per man, 
one half payable on giving the order for an immigrant, 
and the balance on his arrival, before he quits the vessely 
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The form of the agreement is as provided by treaty, 
which does not permit of any alteration. The period 
of service is set down at five years. The immigrant 
is bound to work six days of nine and a half hours weekly, 
and the wages arefixed at sevendollars a month, to be paid at 
the expiration of each month. Food is also to be pro- 
vided for the labourer on the scale of eight ounces of meat, 
or an equivalent quantity (not specified) of fish, and 
24 lbs. of other articles not specified, but which must be 
wholesome and good. Free medical attendance is also to 
be provided ; and at the expiration of the five years, or in 

’ case of incurable sickness, fifty dollars to pay a return pas- 

sage to China are also stipulated for, as well as a suit of 

clothes and a blanket yearly. Other clauses provide for 
the immigrant’s protection in various ways, and give facili- 
ties for his applying part of his wages for the support of 
his family in hing if he should see fit to do so. Alto- 
gether the ternis of the proposed agreement are liberal 
and most favourable for the labourer. Nevertheless, will 
they hold out a sufficient inducement to the coolies of the 

Amoy and Swatow districts to abandon their homes and 

families for five years? It is true that a large amount of 

the Chinese emigrants to the Indian Archipelago and the 

Philippine Isles have been from those districts, but then 

there are no restrictions as to time or place, while the mar- 

ried men emigrated with their families In saying this 
we are not intending to throw cold water on the project 
with such a laudable object in view, but simply to point 
out that a similar attempt to induce the cotton cultivators 
in the Shanghai district to emigrate to Queensland failed 
in consequeuce of not encouraging family emigration. 

However, we wish success to the movement, and will 

watch its progress with much interest should it come into 

operation. 


THOSE of our readers who take an interest in Archsolo- 
gical research will be well pleased to learn that the Go- 
vernor of Ceylon has received the sanction of the Secretary 
of State to the prosecution of much more extended explora- 
tions of the ancient remains scattered over the island than 
any that have hitherto been carried on. A gentleman 
versed in Pali lore has been selected for the work, and 
we believe the task of exploration and illustration will 
be prosecuted with energy. We are glad to be able to 
announce this fact, as there is a wide field for research 
in Ceylon, promising results almost as extensive and fully 
as interesting as any explorations in Nineveh or Egypt. 
It is to be hoped the result of all this outlay and labour 
will some day be allowed to see the light, for the instruc- 
tion of students of ancient history. 


In. our Hong Kong news of the last issue a bh 
appeared felt Hong Kong paper stating that Mtr How. 
DERSON, who had been authorised by the Chinese Govern- 
ment to proceed to England, was an American. This is 
not so ; our friend, Mr. , AMES HENDERSON, who has safely 
arrived in this country, is a well-known Britisher. 





CUSTOMS REPORT ON THE TRADE OF CHINA. 

The Customs Gazette for the quarter ending June, 1874, sup- 
plies the following statistics of the trade of the various porta 
as compared with the corresponding period in 1873 :— 

Trentsin.—The tonnage figures are rather higher than last 
year, and moat of the imports show an increase, nearly all cotton 
goods being higher. The revenue for 1874 is Tls. 104,026, while 
in 1873 it was Tls. 80,331. 

Nxwcnane.—The tonnage figures are considerably higher. 
In imports cotton goods are lower, while sundries are higher. 
The revenue shows an increase, the figures being Tls. 73,818, as 
against Tls. 56,570 in 1873. 

Cuerroo.—The tonnage figures are higher, as are many of the 
imports. The exports show noimportant change. The revenue 
shows an important increase, the figures for 1874 being 
Tis, 80,378, against Ts. 63,816 in 1873. 

Hawkow.—The tonnage figures are considerably higher, the 
“entered ” being 103,098 tons this quarter, as against 73,038 in 
1873, while the “cleared” is 102,433 tons, against 75,256 last 
year. The imports show no marked change, while the exports 


are very slightly lower as a rule. The revenue shows a decrease, 
the figures this year being Tls. 588,540, against Tis. 664,922 in 
1873.

> Kroxrana.—The tonnage figures are higher. The imports

The import of opium 
is almost the same as in the corresponding quarter last year, while 
the import figures of shirtings are rather higher. There are 
many fluctuations in the various descriptions, but no serious 
falling off. The exports are, as a rule, about the same. The 
eh figures this quarter are, Ts, 825,264, against Tls, 794,531 

ast year. 
_ Ninepo.—The tonnage figures show a slight decrease. The 
imports and exports show scarcely any change, while the revenue 
figures are Tls. 104,844, against Tls. 113,367 last year. 

Foocnow.—The tonnage, “entered” and “cleared,” is almost 
the same as last quarter. The import of cotton goods is higher, 
but in other descriptions there is no important change. Ex- 
ports are slightly higher. The revenue shows an important in- 
crease, the figures being Tls. 422,015 this year, against Ts. 
211,183 last year. 

Tamsvi (Formosa).—The tonnage this quarter is nearly four 
times as much as in 1873, The imports are nearly all slightly 
higher, while the export of coal is considerably lower. The 
arunne has increased from Tis, 28,669 in 1873 to Tis. 33,283 in 
1874. 

Taxkow (Formosa).-——The tonnage figures are nearly the same. 
The imports and exports as a rule are higher, and the revenue 
shows a slight increase.

MEETING OF THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 

The annual meeting of the P. and O. Company was held on the 4th 
inst., at the Company’s offices in Leadenhall-street ; Mr. P. D. Hapow 
in the chair. The Secretary (Mr. A. M. Bethune) read the notice call- 
ing the meeting, and the report of the directors (which appeared in our 
last issue) was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said the report submitted that day was of more than 
ordinary interest to the proprietors, and the questions were of a 
gravity greater than usual. As a natural consequence, the period 
under review had been one of unusual labour and anxiety to the board 
of directors, who had endeavoured, as hitherto, to conduct the Com- 
pany’s affairs in the best intereste of the shareholders generally, and he 
trusted the board would receive upon that occasion, as they had upon 
so many previous ones, the hearty and liberal support of the share- 
holders. Upon former occasions he had compared the results of one 
year with another, and following up the wholesome custom he would 
proceed by commenting upon the report and accounts generally. At 
the outset, however, he felt bound to say that it had been the desire of 
the directors to make the report as full and explicit as possible ; it was 
of more than ordinary length, and he could add nothing to it. Those 
shareholders who had read it carefully through would be thoroughly con- 
versant with the position of the Company. In the present capital account, 
as compared with that of 1873, there was an increase of £300,000 ; the 
assota of this year being £4,736,000, against £4,412,000 last year. On the 
other hand, the Company's stock in ships was greater. ere was algo 
a large increase in the stock of coals and other stores, making a differ- 
ence of £194,000. Then, on the other side, there was an increase 
in the liabilities of £340,000, so that the reserve fund was left at the 
same amount at which it had stood last year. With regard to the re- 
venue, the gross expenditure of the Company for 1874, as compared 
with last year, was £42,000 in excess. That was owing to an increase 
in the price of provisions and various other things. The increased 
earnings of the year had amounted to £16,887, and that deducted from 
the sum just mentioned made a difference of £23,000 against the past 
year, which was nearly equivalent to a falling off of one per cent. in 
the dividend they now proposed to the proprietors. In the receipts of 


freight for goods there was an increase of £74,000 ; on the other hand, 


there was a slight decrease in their passenger money, amounting to 
£26,000, owing to rather fewer people travelling to India, and also to 
the great competition existing on the part of independent steamers. 
With regard to the mail contract, there was also a decrease of £35,000, 
owing to the new contract coming into force. There was also a small 
loss of £2,800 upon the Italian Government mail contract, in 
consequence of the receipts this year being for twelve instead 
of fourteen months, as in the account for 1873. The result 
of those figures showed a total increase of earnings of £16,800. In 
the increased expenditure there was an increase in the cost of victual- 
ling passengers, also in the Canal duties, which latter amounted to 
£56,800, the Company’s ships going now uniformly through the Sues 
Canal during the whole of the year. There was also shown an increase

in the discount account, and one to a considerable amount—£2,300 
—in the repairs account, exclusive of the extraordinary repairs accc nt, 
alluded to in the report. A slight increase was also apparont in the interest 
on debentures, owing to a small portion having been again renewed, 
amounting to £4,000. Then on the other side of the account there 
were shown a decrease in the amounts of coals consumed of 10,784 
tons, representing a saving of £56,000 ; in wages and port dues a net 








decrease of £27,087 ; in the transit dues £18,897 ; in office expenses : 


£4,000 (and he hoped next year there would be a further decrease) ; 
and in the moneys paid to the South-Western Railway a decrease of 
£11,697, which was owing to the Company now bringing their ships 
up to London instead of stopping at Southampton. Now the result 
of those figures went to show that during the past year the company 
had incurred an increased expenditure amounting to £40,137, as against 
an increase in earnings of £16,800, showing a balance of about £23,000 
less than in the previous year. As regarded other matters, they were 
eo fully stated in the report that it was not necessary for him to 
touch upon them further. The proprietors would have seen that 
the Company had increased its tonnage by 4,000 tons during the 
year. They had supplied various ships with new boilora, and in other 
respects made them perfectly suitable for the Canal traffic. In the re- 
port the sale of the Jfadras upon advantageous terms had been noticed ; 
since the close of the financial year they had succeeded in selling another 
veasel at a very good price, seeing that she had become useless for the 
purposes of the Company's traffic. The Board intended to preserve that 
licy of selling all ships until they had got rid of them all, and until 
they had a fleet adapted in every respect for the exigencies of the new 
class of traffic that had sprung up since the opening of the Canal. 
(Hear, hear.) With regard to the underwriting account, they had 
again to congratulate the shareholders upon the fact that the Com- 
pany had not sustained a single loss during the past year. He desired 
now to repeat that which he had said on previous occasions, that 
under Providence they owed a deep debt of gratitude to their com- 
manding officers, to whose zeal, activity, and prudence this exemption 
from loas was mainly due. (Hear.) One of the items charged against 
the underwriting account was in respect toa collision between one of 
the Company’s steamers and a Norwegian vessel outside the harbour 
of Hong Kong, and the other referred to the stranding of the Bokhara 
upon a sunken rock, also in the vicinity of Hong Kong. The total 
charges against that account amounted to only £15,948, The balance of 
the account, after giving the proprietors 2 per cent., was carried to the 
Renewal Account. He would not detain the meeting long upon that 
renewal account with which the report dealt, he thought, completely. 
In the year 1867, when the company entered upon the new contract 
with the Government, it had just issued the new capital, and at that 
time the fleet represented 82,000 tons, whereas at the present time the 
fleet comprised 122,000 tons, and during that time twenty-two steamers 
had been added to the fleet at a cost of £2,000,000. All that had Leen 
done without calling upon the shareholders for a penny, and during all 
that time the shareholders had received a very fair dividend for the 
money embarked in the Company. Had the board given the share- 
holders a larger dividend the fleet would not bave been in so good a 
position. (Loud cheers.) He thought that the shareholders would 
e the board credit for having acted with prudence and foresight. 
ewed cheers.) Having described the negotiations pending with 

the late Government for the carriage of the mails through the Suez 
Canal and the failure, he proceeded to say that the negotiations had to 
be opened with the present Government, which ended, near the close 
of the session, by the Company being allowed to take that route for 
the mails by submitting to a reduction of £20,000 in the subsidy. 
There had been a partial separation from the port of Southampton, 
which the Company had used for so many years, but the opening of 
the Suez Canal had revolutionised the traffic, and the Company had no 
alternative but to bring their ships to London for merchandise, but 
they would still continue to use Southampton for the embarkation of 
gers and mails. He then referred to the great loss the Company 

d sustained by the death of the late Mr. J. Allan, who had been 
connected with the Company from its earliest commencement, having 
always had the full confidence of the board. He was a managing 
director since 1849, and was a very kind friend to all in the employ- 
ment of the Company.—Mr. Tuursurn seconded the resolution for the 
adoption of the report. 

Captain Barn criticised the accounts at some length, and contended 
that the board ought not to pay any dividend, and read a very verbose 
statement tending, infhis opinion,to bear out his argument.— Mr. Davis 
complained that a gentleman holding only £10 in the company should 
endeavour to damage the property by making such statements as had 
been put forward that day. He thought that the shareholders were to 
be congratulated upon having such able officers as they had. He con- 
sidered that the Government had behaved very shabbily and unhand- 
somely in reducing the subsidy when‘the Company was allowed to go 
through the Suez Canal. He regretted that there had been a partial 
severance of the connection with Southampton, and believed that the 
only mistake the board had made was in bringing the vessels to London. 
The Company had run to Southampton for thirty-four years, and had 
not lost £500 by mishaps during the whole periot. 

Mr. GLIppoN supported the adoption of the report. It was natural 
that there should be some tinge of regretin removing from Southamp- 
ton, but as they had been told it was an absolute necessity, and there- 
fore the board were right. He rejoiced to find that in every particular 
where economy was practicable there had been a reduction. Alluding 
tothe reduction of the subsidy, he said that’every consideration had been 
thrown overboard in order to get the credit in Parliament of having 
screwed £20,000 out of the Company.—Mr. Hovennen wished for more 
detailed accounts.—Mr. BappErinc desired to know at what time the 
new fleet would be complete. 

The CaarrMan said he could not pledge the board as to the time when 
the entire reconstruction of the fleet would be completed. A very 
great deal had been done, but nearly every day there were various im- 
provements cropping up, and the board coyld only keep the fleet up to 
the highest standard im order to meed the requirements of moter 
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traffic. He could not tell what the shareholders might expoct when the. 
whole fleet was reconstructed ; he could only say that when it was ~ 
completed this Company would be on a par with all others engaged in 
the trade, and might expect a better return. 
: Mr. Jones was very pleased with the dividend, which he thought 
, almost wonderful when the difference in the price charged for carrying 
was considered. He thought something might be done in the way of 
obtaining a better supply of coal at a lower price. The Chairman said 
| that the Company was using much larger quantities of Indian coal than 
| before, and also Australian coal, but the difference in price was more 
| than compensated for ee extra amount consumed consequent upon 
the inferior quality of the coal. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted, and the dividend 
declared. Votes of thanks were unanimously accorded to the Chair- 
naan and directors, to the commanders and officers, and to the secretary 
and staff, and the proceedings terminated,

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SUICIDE NOT MURDER. 
: (To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1r,—Some months ago the Straits Times treated its readers 
ta an invective against Lord Stanley of Alderley for having 
called attention to a charge which had been publicly made 
against Sir H. Ord, of having received presents during his Go- 
vernorship. According to the editor of that journal, his lord- 
ship had uttered a “cowardly and base” libel, founded on mere 
“hearsay and frivolous junds,” and was deserving of “ex. 
ceptional punishment.” took the liberty of mentioning in 
your columns the somewhat comical fact that the statement thus 
stigmatised had first appeared in the eloquent editor's own 
paper, if not editorially at least without a word of dissent or 
objection ; and I ance from the Jast number of the same paper 
which has reached me that the editor did not feel happy when 
he found himself caught in so flagrant a predicament. He has 
sought, indeed, some comfort in his misfortune in reflecting on the 
shocking combination of “ animosity,” “ignorance,” “iniquity,” 
and “Jesuitism,” and so on, which manifestly characterise 
that “superior person” who showed him up. So far as it re- 
lieves a mind in trouble, such language is natural and harmless, 
but I fear I must add, it is irrelevant ; and [ cannot allow him 
to escape under its clatter from his unpleasant fix. His explana- 
tion is that he did not write the libel ; that it was written bya 
resident in good faith and ready to take the consequences ; and 
that it was inserted under a solemn sense of obligation to give 
publicity to everybody’s “views” and most “ divergent opi- 
nions.” It is true, the editor believed that the “ views and ofl 
nions” in question, as he now euphemistically styles them, were 
neither more nor less than a false and scandalous libel ; but this 
consideration does not seem to affect his notions of duty and 
obligation. So far, nobody is to blame, according to him ; not 
the writer who writes in good faith and is ready to pay damages 
or go to jail for the publication ; nor the editor who dissemi- 
nates the poison without labelling it, under his own exalted 
sense of duty. There never were such a pair of innocents since 
the two nuns in “ Tristram Shandy,” who saved themselves from 
the sin of swearing at their mule by dividing the utterance of 
the bad words, each pronouncing only one syllable. 

With this picture of Arcadian simplicity, however, I have no 
concern. hether the editor wrote, or suffered another to 
write, the supposed libel in his paper is immaterial to the matter 
in hand, and it is equally unimportant whether the writer was 
malicious or honest, though I have no doubt of his good faith. 
What the editor has to establish is that he is not only 
entitled to publish what he knows to be untrue and sean- 
daloua, but afterwards to abuse those who repeat his aap 
dalous publication in enquiri whether it is true He 
cannot alter the simple fact that he ly attacked a member 
of the Legislature as a libeller for having reproduced in the 
House of Lords a statement which was printed and published in 
the editor’s own paper, if not editorially, at least without a word 
of dissent or objection, and, as he tells us in addition, with the 
fullest belief that it was untrue; and not all his protestations 
that he did not write the libel, but repudiated it by silently 
lending it his means of circulation, nor yet all the armoury of the 
scold can save him from the exceeding diecorfare of finding bim- 
self skewered on the little spit on which he fancied himself se-

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The corvette Cadmus, recently returned from China, was paid off at 
Nevonport on the 26th ult. A scrious matter has had to be investi- 
“gated on board this ship. It is the custom for ships before coming into 
harbour to disombark their powder an‘ live shells in the Sound. This 
order was supposed to have been adhered to by the officers of the 
Cadmus, but when in the harbour, and returning to the gun wharf 
her guns, shot, and empty shell, several live shells were found mixed 
with the empty ones.

Mr. Toull pleaded “Guilty,” but in 
consideration of the high character given by his captain and the excel- 
lent testimonials he produced, the Court only adjudged him to be 
severely reprimanded and dismissed his ship. 

The Audacious, flag-ship of the China Syuadron, reached Suez on the 
8rd inst.,“on her passage out. During the stay of tho Audacious at 
Malta the Commander-in-Chief, the Hon. Sir James R. Drummond, 
entertained Vice-Admiral Ryder and staff at dinner, at the Adimiralty 
House, and Vice-Admiral Ryder gave a return dinner on board the 
Audacious, ltear-Admiral Inglefield, the captains of the Channel Squad- 
ron, aud the respective statls of the flag officers, being amongst the 
guests. 

The Admiralty, since the recent lamentable loss of life at Ardrossan, 
by the wreck of the steamer Chusan, have become impressed with the 
necessity of increasing the complement of some of the Coastguard sta- 
tions on the coast of Scotland and elsewhere, and volunteers from 
H.M.’s ships at the home ports are to be called for to meet such 
increase. 

Arrangements have been male between the India-office and the Ad- 
miralty for the appointment of six navigating officers to the Glasgow, 
flagship of the Enst India station, for the purpose of completing the 
marine survey of India. 

The Rinaldo, screw sloop (recently returned from the China station), 
has been examined at Portsmouth, to ascertain if she could be fitted 
for the Arctic Expedition. It has been found, however, that she is too 
weak for such service. 

Surgeon-Major T. Moorhead, M.D., who is to relieve Deputy-Surgeon- 
General A. Crocker, in medical charge at Hong Kong, is about to be 
promoted to the rank of a deputy-surgeon-general. 

Captain George S. Nares, of Her Majesty’s ship Challenger, has been 
selected to command the Arctic expedition, and will return to England 
from China by the first mail. 

The sloop Egeria, Commander Turton, reached Malta on the 1st inst., 
and was to sail next day for China. 

Lieutenant H. P. W. Nicholls, of the Royal Engineers, has been 
ordered home from Ceylon. 

Quartermaster Belt, of tho 80th Regiment, serving at Hong Kong, 
has been invalided. 


THE CHINESE COOLIE TRAFFIC. 


On the Ist inst. a meeting of the Aborigines’ Protection Baciety was 
held in the Friends’ Mveting-house. There was a large attendance ; 
the ebair was occupied by Sir H. Wingfield, and the appointed speakers 
ineluded the Hon. Evelyn Ashley, M.P., Mr. Alderman M’Arthur, 
M.P., Mr. R. N. Fowler, M.P., Mr. A. M’Arthur M.P., Sir C. Swamy, 
saember of the Legislative Council of Ceylon ; and My. Ng. Achoy. 

The object of the meeting will be best understood from the 
text of the resolutions, which were carried unanimously :—“ That 
the protection of the aboriginal and other native populations which 
acknowledge the authority or are subject to the influence of Great 
Britain is a duty imperatively binding on the British Govern- 
ment; and that having regard to the lamentable state of affairs 
existing in various parts of the globe—especially to kidnapping in the 
South Seas, the enslavement or cruel treatment of natives in South 
Africa, the practice of slavery on the Gold Coast, and the abuses which 
are proved to exist in connection with the Indian and Chinese coolio 
traffic—this meeting trusts that Her Majesty's Government will perse- 
vere in ita efforts to secure justice for the coloured races.” “That the 
chairman be requested to forward a copy of the foregoing resolution to 
the Earl of Carnarvon, Secretary of State for the Colonies, and at the 
same time to express to his Lordship the thanks of this meeting for 
the steps he has taken to suppress the iniquities of the Polynesian 
labour trade.” ‘‘That this meeting desires to thank the Earl of Kim- 
berley, the late Secretary of State for the Colonies, for his despatch 
prohibiting coolie ships from refitting in the harbour of Hong Kong— 
a despatch which dealt a death-blow at the Macao slave trade, leading 
as it did to the immediate suppression by the Portuguese Government 
of that nefarious traffic ; and this meeting, believing that the Chinese 
who are employed as indentured labourers in Cuba and Peru are to all 
intents and purposes treated as slaves, and that any promises of greater 
protection to them would prove wholly illusory, earneatly hopes that 
Her Majesty’s Government will, by every legitimate means in ita 
power, discourage the immigration of Chinese to thoae countries, except 
on the basis of free labour.” 


The Hon. E. Ashley bespoke the attention of the society to the 
treatment of the native races of India by Europeans. He quoted a 
passage from a report made to the Governor of Bombay some years 
ago, by the Commissioner of Scinde, Lieutenant-Colonel Jacob, who 
said that throughout British India men were made to work for no pay 
or insufficient pay, and that the condition of the peasantry was thus 
reduced to one of slavery. Sir C. Swamy, in the course of his speech, 
“gmplained in general terms of the contempt of white men for the 

< %loured races ; and the Chinese gentlemen warned the meeting that

the coloured races would not be beaten so easily in the future as they 
had been in the past. After Mr. Ashley had left the meeting two gen- 
tlemen rose in the body of the room and declared that, having them- 
selves lived many years in India, they believed the picture quoted 
to be a very exaggerated one, and that there was practically no 
more oppression in India than was to be found in England. 
These declarations were received with cheers. In his opening re- 
marks the chairman referred to the recent inquiry in the Mauritius 
by a commiscion, whose report, he anticipated, would condemn very 
strongly the colonial laws and regulations affecting the coolies. He 
traced the evils existing there to the desire of the employers to make 
the coolies renew their engagements, and so prevent their becoming 
free labourers. This and other references to the Mauritius brought up 
a gentleman who described himself as a member of its Legislative 
Council, and who with great earnestness and fluency contended that 
coolies were much better off in the island than in the country they 
left, and complained that their importation, under regulations sanc- 
tioned by the British Government, was described by the term “ coolie 
traffic,” which was also used to designate avowed kidnapping. If this 
were called the coolie traffic, that which went on in the Mauritius 
ought to be described as “ immigration from India.” The annexation 
of Fiji was referred to in terms of congratulation by the Chairman, and 
was spoken of more fully by Mr. W. M‘Arthur, M.P., who rejoiced that 
rumours of disorder in Fiji had been contradicted. The chief had gone 
to Sydney, and the last report from Fiji was that the manufacture of 
sugar was making excellent progress ; a first shipment of about a ton 
had been made to Sydney. Cotton-picking was nearly over, and the 
crop had proved highly satisfactory to the planters both as to quantit 
and quality. We had reason to be thankful for the settlement, whio 
had averted an impending calamity. As slavers were now adopting 
the French and German flags, he hoped our Government would enter 
into arrangements with the French and German Governments to put 
all slavery down. He did not wish to interfere with a healthy labour 
traffic so long as personal freedom was secured. 

Mr. Ng. Achoy’s speech was as follows :—Mr. Chairman, ladies, 
and gentlemen, in rising at the call of your worthy chairman to say a 
few words, I am not quite sure if the topics I am about to touch upon 
are not already familiar to most of you. And I may say you cannot 
expect otherwise when you call upon a native of the Celestial Empire 
—as the Europeans generally apply that term to China—to speak. 
Probably some of you are aware that we Chinese are conservative 
people. I use the word conservative literally, and not in the po- 
pular sense generally understood in this country, which applies to 
one of the great political parties. When I say my countrymen are 
conservative, I mean that they are strict adherers of their old customs 
and manners, and staunch supporters of their ancient institutions; that 
they are proud of their fatherland, and are quite content to remain in 
their own country. Indeed, our mutto is something to this effect : 
happy is the man that was born in his own country, spends all the 
days of his life in his own country, and will die in his own country. 
I need scarcely remark that I cannot enjoy that happiness, because I 
I have left my country and come all the way to England. But 
coming from such a conservative country as I have you can- 
not expect me to deal with the various questions put forth 
for discussion to-night, and I shall therefore confine my re- 
marks only to one qestion—i.e, the coolie traffic—which came to 
my knowledge. Now coolie trade in China, with a very few excep- 
tions, is nothing leas than a disguised slave trade. I may, perhaps, say 
it is worse than slave trade, because the latter, where it is carried on, 
is well known to all. Every one knows what a slave is, and the evil 
consequences of slavery ; whereas coolie traffic is calculated to mislead 
people. It assumes a false form, its real character is not so apparent 
and the magnitude of its evils is not so generally known. Until a few 
months ago, Macao, a Portuguese settloment at the entrance of the 
Canton River, has been the chief depot for the coolie traffic. Barra- 
coons were established everywhere in that port, and coolie agents were 
sent round to different adjacent places and to the interior of China for 
the purpose of recruiting coolies to supply the market. The meaus 
used-by the crimps to entice the unwary people were various, and the 
speaker here entered into some details as to the tricks invented by 
them to entrap the coolies. Once fallen into their hands, the chances 
for the coolie’s release were very little. His consent was often extorted 
from him by intimidations, threats, and ill-treatment, and if the coolie 
still refused to emigrate after such treatment, another person was 
sent to answer his name and sign the contract for him but on 
the day of embarkation the unwilling coolie was sent on board 
with others, under a guard of soldiers. Not only the ignorant 
and simple people were easily entrapped and decoyed awa 
from their homes, but the educated and intelligent men were liable 
to be forcibly carried off. The speaker here gave sume instances 
from his own knowledge. This deplorable state of things has now 
ceased to exist, and the coolie traffic in Macao has been stopped sinoe 
March last, and I hope for ever. And here I may take the opportunity, 
on behalf of my countrymen, of thanking the chairman and the several 
members of Parliament for having taken such a deop interest in the 
coolie question, and for bringing the subject before the Parliament, and 
also the members of this society for their indefatigable exertions in ex- 
posing the evils of this nefarious trade. I must not omit, amongst 
others, the name of Sir John Smale, Chief Justice of Hong Kong, who 
is one of the bitterest enemies to the Macao coolie traffic. I believe 
that it was mainly owing to the offorts of such men, combined with 
the influence of the several Christian nations brought to bear upon the 
Government of Lisbon, that that desirable object was brought about. 
But though it has been stopped, it would do well to keep a vigilant 
watch over Macao. For many years the coolic traffic has been a great 
source of revenue to that colony, and of great profit to the coolie 
agents, and that the stoppage of this trade must be a serious 
blow to that colony. It may not be at all improbable that the coolie 
agents would exert their utmust influonce to get the order of Lisbon 
cancelled, with a view to revive the trade. In fact, it was rumoured 
gome time ago that an attempt was being made in that direction. 
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‘Therefore it is necessary to keep an eye on that colony in order to pre- 
vent the coolie traffic being revived. Now though the coolie trade in 
Macao is put an end to, there remains something to be done in another 
direction. I mean the coolies in Cuba and Peru, where they are treated 
with great cruelty and unparalleled inhumanity. I have been told they 
are made to work from morning to night without cessation, they are 
not allowed sufficient food, and they are illtreated and beaten without 
When the time of their contract expires they are not 
permitted to be free, but are immediately taken up and compelled to 
serve another long term of service. Thus they are actual slaves. Why, 
the convicts in England are in a better situation than they are ! 
It puts me in mind that the afflictions endured by the Israelites in 
ancient times under the Egyptian taskmasters, which called forth the 
vengeance of God and their deliverance by Moses, were nothing when 
compared with the present sufferings of my countrymen in Peru and 
Cuba. Something, therefore, must be done and ought to be done 
to alleviate their sufferings and lighten their burdens, and I 
to the members of Parliament and to this society, who 
have hitherto done so much good in the cause of humanity, 
that they will take this matter up and urge it on the atten- 
tion of H.M.’s Government to use their influence and interference 
Before resuming my seat, there is 
another topic, Sir, upon which, with your permission, I wish to touch ; 
though the subject has no direct reference to the coolie trade, it is still 
closely allied to it. I refer to the Chinese emigrants in California, who, 
I hear, are placed under hardships and disabilities. When a Chinaman 
arrives in San Francisco, before he is allowed to land, he has to pay a 
capitation tax. While resident there he is denied the privileges of 
1 He has no vote, and worst of all, his evidence is not re- 
ceived in a Court of Justice. Therefore, if a man murders a Chinaman 
in San Francisco, in open day-light, in the presence of, say, one hun- 
dred Chinese, the testimony of all these eye-witnesses will not be taken, 
and the murderer will be allowed to escape scot-free. Last year a law 
there which required a certain space of room for 
the abode of each Chinese under a heavy penalty, and if a

house was found to contain more Chinese than the dimen- 


sions of the house would warrant, according to that law, the ex- 


tra number of Chinese would be brought up, fined and imprisoned. 


By the operation of this law hundreds of my countrymen in San 


Francisco were imprisoned. The leading Chinese there were terrified 


at this, and fearing that the influx of emigrants brought over by each 
Pacific mail steamer would only increase the number of prisoners in 
gaol, they sent a telegram to the Chinese merchants in Hong Kong, 
earnestly entreating them that they would warn the future emigrants 


against the danger they were running into, and persuade them not to 


emigrate, Now, in order that the injustice of such conduct on the 
part of Americans in California might be more apparent, let me reverse 
the case fora moment. Supposing the Chinese Government were to 


impose similar restrictions on the American residents in China, sup- 
posing they were treated in the same way as my countrymen in San 
Francisco are, would they quietly submit to such treatment? and 
would the American Government tolerate it? Certainly not. 
no doubt they would declare war agai 


t China if the oppression was 
not at once removed ; and why the i 


do they impose hardships on 
others which they themselves would not like to bear? Such conduct 
is unfair, and contrary to the principle of justice, In bringing this 
subject before the meeting, I wish attention would be drawn to the 
grievance, in order that influence and pressure might be brought to 
bear upon the Government in California, with a view to remove the re- 


strictions under which my countrymen there are labouring. 





At the Bedford Institute, Spitalfields, on the 25th ult., Mr. Edmund 
Wheatley, of the Imperial Maritime Customs, delivered a lecture called 
“To China and Back in Sixty Minutes.” The lecturer dealt chiefly 
with the humorous side of Chinese life, and exhibited a number of 
native pictures, curios, &c. Reference was also made to missionary 
work and temperance effort among sailors. 

Tur Emperor of Japan has ordered a handsome State chariot, to- 
gether with a suite of other carriages and harness, of Messrs. Laurie 
and Marner, of Oxford-street. These carriages were on view for some 
time, and attracted many visitors. 

WE regret to learn that the Rev. J. Hudson Taylor, of the Inland 
China Mission, who arrived in England last month, is still suffering 
from the effects of a fall on board a Yangtaze steamer some time ago. 
Absolute rest is insisted on by his medical advisers.

Srx young French missionaries have left Marseilles for Cochin China 
and Japan. 

It is stated that Kwong-Ki-Chin, a commissioner appointed by the 
Chinese Government to superintend the education of Chinese youths 
in the United States, has placed thirty young Chinamen in Harvard 
College, and is now making a tour of the country. He had an inter- 
view with President Grant on the 14th ult.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsTERDAM, Deo. 2. 
‘We have had a very busy Parliamentary week, and a concatenation 
of events. Mr. Kappeyne has delivered a speech, setting forth the 
Liberal programme. He resuscitated a mass of old and well-known 
measures, which the Liberals have tried for several years in vain to 
realise. This eloquent speech made scarcely any impression, at least in 
the Chamber, being actually received with hilarity on the benches of 
the Left. It may be that his programme-speech was made in earnest, 
but it looks very doubtful since that the speaker has always been the 
stumbling-block of the Liberal Cabinets. The second item of in- 
terest was the debate upon the motion of Messrs, Van Eck and Bredius, 
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to avoid war by international arbitration, which was carried by thi 
five against thirty votes. This motion was based on thesame princip 
as that which was brought forward by Mr. Henry Richard in England 
by Mancini in Italy, and Jonas Jonasson in Sweden. The Minister 
for Foreign Affairs protested against the tenor of the motion, be. 
cause it expressed something more than a wish, more than a de- 
claration of approval, of the principlejof arbitration, the Government 
being urged to take the initiative in its adoption. In the first clauses 
of the motion the Minister was invited to endeavour to establish arbi- 
tration as the means to settle international disputes, and secondly it 
was urged that no treaties should henceforth be concluded by Holland, 
without making arbitration a sine qua non. The time—Mr. de Villebois 
said—to address such an invitation to the Government was not oppor- 
tune. He recalled all that had happened from 1856, when the com- 
manders-in-chief of mighty armies met in Paris and approved of a 
proposal to settle disputes by arbitration until 1874, when the pleni- 
potentiaries of the large Powers met again at Brussels, not to affirm the 
protocols of 1856, but to draw up new rules for war. And during this 
period we have had in 1859 a war with Italy, in 1864 a war with Den- 
mark, in 1866 a war between Prussia and Austria, in 1870-71 « war 
between Germany and France. Of course he did not speak of our own 
war with Atchin. Cun it now, he went on to say, be desirable that a 
Dutch Minister of Foreign Affairs should take, under such circumstances 
the initiative in introducing the principle of arbitration? He referred 
to the objections made by Mr. Gladstone to the motives of Mr. Richard 
and to the reserve shown by Visconti Venosta. Like his predecessor, 
the Minister is willing to co-operate with the promoters of 
the motion, but he is op to taking the initiative. The 
defenders of the proposal showed no great eloquence, and this, per- 
haps, caused the majority to be so very small. Moreover, I am quite 
convinced that those who supported the motion do not dream of any 
pace result; they regard it merely as a national cry for right against 
force 

More amusing was the incident brought on the tapis by Mr. Kerens; 
this member very seldom participates in debates, but when he rises from 
hisseat every member listens. He spoke for onlya few seconds, but when 
he sat down an outburst of laughter followed. Even the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs had the greatest difficulty in maintaining his gravity. 
Et pour cause, Mr. Kerens had proposed that our Government should 
appoint an ambassador to Don Carlos, because large profits could be 
made by our traders in supplying the Carlists. The Minister took the 
trouble to answer this foolish demand by stating that Holland had 
already a representative at Madrid. Another item was a most eloquent 
speech of Mr. Kuyper, the leader of the anti-revolutionary party, who 
suggested that a law should be framed in order to settle the questions 
in dispute between capital and labour. He further wished that 
the Royal resolutions of 1815 and 1852 about the Reformed 
Church should be revoked. The Minister refused it, and sharply 
protested against any attempt being made to settle that vexed 
question of capital and labour by law. Mr. Wintgens blamed 
Mr. Kuyper for having used the Holy Bible as a basis for his 
theories in the Chamber ; and was of opinion that this was “ playi 
with petroleum.” The Budgets of the Departments of Justice 
Foreign Affairs have been approved of, and the debate about that of 
Home Affairs has been opened. Let me add that in the course of the 
debate the Minister de Villebois contradicted officially the report that 
the Government had forwarded a “ memorandum "’ to Berlin about the 
Old-Catholics. Perhaps you will remember that a copy of this (said to 
be) “ official ’ document was published by the Vaderland. 

In the First Chamber the East India Budget was debated yesterday. 
Mr. Hartsen demonstrated that the Liberal policy had had no success 
in the last few years, and had led to no results of any importance. 
Mesars. Van de Putte and Cremers took part in this debate. Mr. Van 
Goltstein defended his Budget, and declared that he will carry out the 
policy of his predecessor, but in a more moderate form. The several 
chapters were approved of unanimously. . 

It has created a good deal of astonishment, not to say indignation, 
that Mr. C. P. K. Winckel (who was banished from Java because he 
had criticised the acts of the Governor-General) has asked for pardon 
in a most humiliating way. Of course Mr. Loudon has granted it. The 
words of Mr. Winckel’s memorial were such that every one was of opi- 
nion that it was a bad joke published by the papers. Some of our journal- 
ista in Java behave themselves in a very strange manner. Mr. Winekel 
has shown himself a coward, and Mr. Van Daalen, after having published 
the most scandalous articles, defends himself before the Court on the 
plea that it was not his intention to affront or insult the Governor-Ge- 
neral. The journalists of Java do not seem to possess the courage de 
leur opinion, they don’t seek to represent public opinion, but look for 
success in the publication of personal abuse, and when they are punished 
ask most humbly for pardon. These remarks are in accordance with 
the general tone of the press here. 

General Van Swieten has again been annoyed by addresses of con- 
gratulation. It is, indeed, too bad to trouble the General with such 
absurdities. 

I have to record a phenomenon in literature. An anonymous lady, 
only sixteen years old, has written a drama in the German 
der Sturz des Hauses Alba, which is pronounced to be excellent by the 
general voice of our critici. 

In the village of Ginneken (North Brabant) a monument has been 
inaugurated, in the presence of the King, on the spot where the bones 
are buried of our brave soldiers who defended the citadel of Antwerp. 

A committee has been formed at the Hague to establish a society to 
substitute cremation for interment.

Tenders for £550,000 in bills on India were received on the 
2nd inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were : 
—To Calcutta, £370,500 ; Bombay, £176,500; and Madras, 
$3,000. Tenders on all Presidencies at 1s. 10d. will receive 
about 30 per cent.; above in full. Compared with the last 
occasion, a reduction of 1 per cent. is apparent in the rate, a 
result due to the recent relapse in the Eastern exchanges and the 
large shipment of silver to India on account of the German Go- 
vernment. 

The directors of the London Chartered Bank of Australia will 
recommend a dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum for 
the half-year ending the 30th June last. According to an ab- 
stract of the bank’s operations, the balance of profit and loss 
is £40,140 4s., and the amount carried forward £9,104 12s.
